Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reasons for allowance are the inclusion of the following limitations in each of the 
independent claims drawn to a method, system, and computer program product 
embodied on computer-readable media for building distributed software services as 
aggregations of other services: 
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"for each located service, providing the located service to a service composition 
tool with which a user can select provided services to build new distributed 
software services, if the located service has a deployment interface specification 
associated therewith and a functional interface specification associated 
therewith, the deployment interface specification adapted for representing the 
located service in the service composition tool and the functional interface 
specification adapted for enabling a proxying component to provide access to the 
located service from the content aggregation framework." (from Claim 1 ) 

The subject matter in these limitations is not taught by the cited prior art and is 
furthermore, non-obvious in view of the prior art.
